60 Boxes of Sweet- 
Meats, 20 Cloth Coats, and 400 Pieces 
of Eight: The third for Robbing a- 
Mooriſh Ship on the 10th of September, 
in the Fifth Year- of King William and 
Queen Mary, about four Leagues from 
Cape Aden in the Eaſt Indies, and the 
Ship and Apparel value 300 l. and 
22000 Pieces of Eight: The fourth for

telling him that he was Deputy Survey- 
or of the High Ways, and had a Licenſe 
from Eſquire Lawrence, Other Eviden- 
ces depoſed they had paid him Money 
at ſeveral times. The Priſoner deny'd 
the Facts, pretending that he had only

ty of all the Indictments, and the Court 
Fined him 50 J. upon each Indictment, 
and ordered him to remain-in Cuſtody 
till paid, and to find Sureties for twelve

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J Onun Siu rs ox, born in Eſſex, was 
indicted for Felony and Burglary, at 
the Seſſions-Houſe in the Old Baily, the 
25th of July 1698, for breaking the 
Houſe of Sir Edward Abney, and ſtealing 
2 Silver Candleſticks, value 40 l. and 
other Gools to a conſiderable Value. 
It appeared by the Evidence, That the 
Window of the Houſe was opened and 
the Goods ſtollen, which the Perſon who 
bought them teſtified in Court were 
brought to her by Holiday, Tho. Chance, 
and William Eaton. The Priſoger had 
little to ſay ia his Defence. The Jury 
acquitted him of the Burglary, but found 
him Guilty of the Felony ; for which he 
was ordered to be Tranſported, but 
made ſhift to get to England again, and 
went to his old Practices, and was ap- 
prehended and indicted at the Old Baih 
the 4th of Fuly 1700, for the breaking 
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the Houſe of Elizabeth Gamden, on the 
29th of ay, and ſtealing thence a Fe- 
ther-Bed, 2 Feather-Bolſters, and a Pair 
of Sheets; to which Indictment he plead- 
ed Guilty at his Tryal, and received 
Sentence to Die. Being under Condem- 
nation he gave the Ordinary the Account 

following. | 
That he was ſo wearied with commit- 
ing [niquity, that he had loſt all Reliſh 
of this preſent Life, and therefore deſi- 
red to live no longer. He ſaid he had 
been as great an Offender as perhaps e- 
ver was, in Drunkenneſs, Blaſphemy, 
Lewdneſs, Robbery, Sacrilege and Mur- 
ther, in which he profeſt himſelf to have 
deen a Maſter. As for Blaſphemy, Lewd- 
neſs and Robbery, he ſaid, he once 
thought they were eſſential to his Em- 
ployment, as being a Soldier, but being- 
now come to himſelf, was of another 
mind. As to his Robberies, he gave this 
particular Account following. That he 
had been Guilty of it oftger than he 
could remember; that he had both bro- 
ken Houſes and robbed on the High

was atterwards apprehended upon Suſ- 
picion, but for want of ſufficient Proof 
was acquitted. As for Murder, he ac- 
knowledged, he had killed four or five 
Men in Quarrels, but never any in any 
of his Robberies, and added, that he'was 
one of them that had broken out of N en- 
gate the Chriſtmas before, he having been 
caſt for a couple of Felogies, and that 
his right Name was John Holiday. __ 

Having given this Account that looks 
ſomething Romantick, the Ordinary of 
Nengate'told him he ſuſpected his Rela- 
tion, and that it was hardly poſlible it 
ſhould be all true, and he thought he 
only told theſe Things to be talked of. 


To which he anſwered, that what he 


confeſt was really true, that tho' he had 
formerly made his Brags of theſe things, 
yet for ſix Weeks laſt paſt he was ſo far 
trom that, that he was overwhelm'd 
with Shame and Confuſion, for his Vil- 
lauies. The Ordinary then told him, 
that he wondred he being one of the 
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Children of this World, had not erer 
ted fo much Wiſdom, as to take up 


whilſt he was well, having ſeveral Ro 


as he ſaid, got ſo great Quantities o 
Money. To which he reply'd, that 
whatſoever he had gotten together by 
ſuch unlawful Means, he never had Pow- 
er to make a right Uſe of. The Ordi- 
nary then told him, that if his Repen- 
tance was ſincere, he ſhould diſcover 
his Accomplices, that ſo they knowing 
they were diſcover'd might make a Ver- 
tue of Neceflity, and ſo abandon their 
wicked Courſes. This he ſeem'd to 
make ſome Scruple to do, making Ex- 
cuſes, ſaying he ought not to betray his 
Friends, & c. But he telling them it was 
not to betray them, but that it was for 
their true Intereſt, and alſh for the 
Good of his own Soul. This had that 
Effect upon him, that he diſcovered ſe- 
veral both Men and Women, whom he 
deſired to become wiſe and ſober in 
time. The Ordinary then told him, 
that in Juſtice to- the Publick he bught 
to diſcover; if he knew any particular 
Ways (not common) by Which Thieves 
uſed to rob Houſes, that ſo honeſt Peo- 
ple may be upon their Guard. To this 
he anſwered, that one particular Way 

which Thieves get into Houſes, was, 
Col. Il. by 
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by ſtanding upon one anothers Shoul- 
ders to the Number of three, and then 
the uppermoſt ſcrambles into the Cham- 
ber, ſtrikes a Light and makes vp his 
Bundle, and throws it out to his Ac- 
complices z that about Supper-time is 
generally the time, becauſe then the Ser- 
vants are giving their Attendance. 

He heartily wiſhed he had been wiſe 
and ſober in time himſelf, ſeemed to be” 


very well contented with his Confine- 


ment, did not ſeem deſirous of Life, but 
ſeemed very Penitent. When he came 
to the Place of Execution, he ſaid he 
was very willing to die; declaring he. 
had rather die than venture again into 
the World, if that were poſſible; for 
then he ſaid, he might fall into ſome 
Diſorders and be undone for Ever, but 
now he had ſome Hopes in his Dcath..

The third, For the Murther 
of the ſaid Robert Leaver, by giving 
him a Mortal Wound with a Piſtol, the

Maſter and he travelling towards Lanca- 
ſhire, were ſet upon the Day abovemen- 
tion'd between 10 and 11 a Clock at 
Night by ſome Highway-Men. between 
Highgate and Finchly- Common, who woul- 
ded them, took away their Horſes, car:

their Horſes, while they ſtripped the 
Deceaſed and his Servant, ſtamped up- 
on his Face and Stomach, becauſe he 
would not lie with his Face downward, 
upon which the "Deceaſed begged of 
them to ſpare his Life, and at their go- 
ing away they threw one of the Coats to 
him, which he taking up put over Mr. 
Leaver's Mau, knowing him to be woun- 
ded in the back; that one of them per- 
ceiving it ſaid, Damm bim, be is untying 
them, ſhoot him, and ran after him, upon 
which he fell down and begged hard for 
his Life. Another Evidence depoſed, 
That himſelt was preſent with the Pri- 
ſoner in the Robbery; that they and 
iwo more went through Highgate about

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ed themſelves in a Thicket about half 


an Hour, they heard the Noiſe of the 


Deceaſed and his Man coming along 
the-Road, upon which the Priſoner rode 


up to the Deceaſed in order to ſeize him, 


and caught: hold of his Sword, which 
coming out of the Scabbard the Decea- 
ſed rode away, and the Priſoner firing 
after him gave him a Wound on the 


back Part of his Body near the Funda- 


ment, of which he afterwards died, and 
carried the Deceaſed and his Ser- 
vant into the Fields, robbed them and 


bonnd them and then rode away to

ſoner hearing the Evidence depoſe, he

The Priſo- 
ner indeed deny'd the Fact, but owned 
that he had the Clothes which were 
ſworn to be the Deceaſed's, but ſaid 
that he bought them. The Matter be-

Mr. la-Fount aine de- 
poſed, That Mr. Pitot having fled from 
France by reaſon of his having been. per- 


ſecuted for renouncing ſeveral Errors 


of the Church. of Rome, was a Lodger 


in bis Houſe, and did. renounce tae Fo-

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p;ſþ Principles, and was admitted a Mem- 
ber of the French Proteftant Church. 
This was alſo confirmed by a French 
Miniſter, who depoſed, That vpon Mr. 
Pitot's Application to the French Church, 
and coming to the Veſtry deſiring to be 
admitted as a Member, they did enquire 
concerning him, and had ſo ſatisfactory 
an Account of him, that the wholeVeltry 
was ſatisfied of his Sincerity in renoun- 
cing the Popiſh Errors, and he was aC- 
cordingly admitted into the Congre- 
gation. Mr. la Fountain further depoſed, 
That Eleanor Marchand was his Servant, 
and that he took her for a Proteſtant, 
but afterwards had Reaſon to ſuſpect 
ſhe was not; that Mr. Pitot going out 
on the.

The Evidence depoſed, 
that they ſaw them with "the Cloth'up- 
their Back, and being purſued "they 
threw Pardow's Cloth over ſome Rails 
and made their Eſcape, but they being 
known were afterwards taken. The 
Fact was plain againſt' them both; the 
Jury found them both Guilty, and they 


received Sentence of Death, but were af - 


terwards pardon d. During the time 
he was with his Maſter, his Comrade 
John Wheeler had cut a Piece of his Ma- 
ſter's Work out of the Loom and carried 


it away; upon which Wheeler's Maſter 


came to Aforrifs Maſter, telling him 
what his Servant had done; and know- 
ing that Wheeler and Morris were Bre- 
thren in Iniquity, deſir'd Mr. 6 
to ask his Man if he knew any thing of 
the Matter, which he calling him down 
did; but Adorris ſaid he knew nothing 
of it, but if he had robbed his Maſter he

He 
denied the Fact, but it being plainly 
prov'd, the Jury found him Guilty of 
the Indictment.

The Proſecutor de- 
poſed, That his Shop was broken open 
and the Goods ſtollen. Another Evi-

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Moran and ſtole the Goods; and that 
they had gone a Thieving together. for 
6 or 7 Years. However he, denied the 
Fact, but nevertheleſs the Jury found 
him Guilty. He was indicted a ſecond 
time for breaking the Warehouſe of Pe- 
ter Hollander in Mincing- Lane, .and ſteal- 
ing 900 Yards of Garlick Holland the- 
th of November, It appeared that he 
and two Others did the Robbery and 
ſhared the Goods between them, as was 
depoſed by the Wife of one of his Ac- 
complices, and alſo by another who was 
with him in the Robbery.

Being carry'd to the Place of 
Execution, he ſignified that he had ſted- 
faſt Hopes of Eternal Life; "ſaying, he 
was fully perſuaded he was going to his 
Heavenly Father, and in this Perſuaſion” 
felt great Joy and Comfort in the Ap- 
proaches of Death; and that he had 
much rather die than live any longer in 
this ſinful World. He exhorted the Spe- 
ctators, and eſpecially young Perſons, to 
take warning by his untimely End, and. 
to avoid all manner of Sins, eſpecially 
Sabbath-breaking, Drunkenneſs, Gaming, 
Lewdneſs, &c. and having had his Cap 
pulb'd over his Face, while he was per- 
foraging, eee under the 
Tree, he pulled it up again, and repeat- 
ed his Exhortations to the Spectators, 
adding, that he deſired that no RefleQi- 
on or Reproaches might be caſt on his 
Wife, Mother, or other Friends up- 
on his Account; ſayiag, That had he 
followed their Counſels he ſhould never 
have come to that untimely End. And

The Butcher of Glouceſter 


Homas Coo K the Prize- 
Player, commonly known by 

the Name of the,” Butcher of 
Glouceſter, being at the time 
of his Execution about Thirty five Years 
of Age, was born at Glouceſter of honeſt 
Parentage, who ſent him up to London at 
the Age of Fifteen, where he was put 
Apprentice to a Harder. Surgeon eon, with 
whom he having ſerved about Two 
Years ran away, And got into the Ser- 
vice of Eſquire Needham, Page of Ho- 
nour to King William: But his Mother 
ſending for him down into the Country, 
telling him a Gentleman's Service was 
no Inheritance, he went down to Glen- 
ceſter and ſet up the Trade of a Butcher, 

which Trade his Forefathers had follow 
ed; this Trade he followed for many 
Years, and ſerved Maſter of the Compa- 
ny of Butchers in the ſaid City; but be- 
ing (as he ſaid) too much embok 


with 
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with Courage, he thought no Man bet- 
ter than himſelf, and ſo took up the 
Sword, and followed the Exerciſe of 
Prize-fighting for ſeveral Years, and 
was at laſt apprehended and indicted for 
the Murther of John Cooper, a Conſtable, 
on the 22d of May, 1703. by giving him 
a Mortal Wound with a Rapier in the 
Left part of the Body near the Left Pap 
on the 12th of May, 1702. of which he. 
languiſbed till the 16th, and then died. 
The Evidence depoſed that a Warrant 
being iſſued. out by the Juſtices to the 
High Conſtable, for ſuppr Viceand 
Immorality, in purſuance of her Maje- 
ſty's Proclamation, he accordingly ſeat 
his Summons to the other Conſtables, 
and they accordingly met, and going to. 
May-Fair a Tumult aroſe, and that the 
Conſtables having ſeiz'd on the Priſoner's 
Wife (it coming to his Ear, who was 
then at Home at his own Houſe) he ſwore 
S /d Db m him, he would have 
the Blood of ſome of them before he 
came out of the Fair; and thereupon 
ſhut up his Houſe, and going into the 
Fair, he with a Sword drawn. in his 
Hand, and a Mob of about 32 Soldiers, 
Cc. got over a Bank and ſtood. in De- 
fiance of the Conſtables, Huzzaing and 
throwing Brickbats at them; but Mr. 

f Cooper 
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Cooper approaching near them, they leap- 
ed over the Bank and purſued the Con- 
ſtables to the Sheep- Pens, and Mr. Cooper 
being hind moſt they overtook him, cut 
him and wounded him ſo that he died; 
adding, that the Priſoner had a Sword in 
his Hand, and afterwards the Conſta- 
ble's Staff: and the Mob overpowering 
the Conſtables, they eſcaped and were 


not taken; that being informed the 


Priſoner was the Perſon who killed him, 


they went to apprehend him, and three 


Days after met him in their way to the 
Fair; and he perceiving them, drew his 
Sword, made feveral Paſſes at them, wa- 
ved it over his Head, and ran into the 
Fair, and ſo made his Eſcape and got 


over to heland; and being in Dublin in 


a Publick-Houſe, and talking with a 


Man who taught the Small Sword, the 


Prifoner ſwore very profanely: Upon 
which the Maſter of the Houſe rebuked 
him, telling him there were ſome Peo- 
pte in the Houſe would take him up for 
it; to whom he replied, Were there 
any of the Reforming Dogs in treland ?

Colonel de la Melonier*s Regiment; and 
having made two Campaigns in Flanders, 


the Regiment was ordered to freland, 
where it being broke he was diſcharged, 
and being at a place called Tami he came 
acquainted with an Ancient Widow na- 
med Frances Morris, who gave it out that 
ſhe was a great Fortune and of noble Ex» 
traction, ſay ing ſhe was of the Btood Roy- 
al of France, upon which Expectation he 
marry'd her, and ſoon after he was mar- 


ried tonnd he had been trick'd, ſhe being 


ſo far from being a wealthy Woman, that 
he had nothing to ſubſiſt upon; That then

he was try'd at the Seſſions Houſe in the 
Old Baily. It appeared by the Evidence. 
produced in Court, that the Priſoner was 

at the time of the Commitment of theFact 


Servant to the Lord Haverſham, who 


lived then at Kenſington, and coming 
home bloody that night the Murther was 
committed, was examined by his Lord- 
ſhip and the Family how he came to be 
in that Condition, to whom he made an- 
ſwer that coming over the Park he met 2 
Men who'ſet upon him, and would have 
robbed him of his Clothes, which obli- 
ged him to fight to defend himſelf, ſay- 
ing he bad broken one of their Heads, 

ThisAnſwer ſatisfied them for thatNigbt. 
But the next Day the Servants hearing a 
Paper cry'd about giving an account of a 
batharous Murder committed near 
Bloody-bridge by Chelſea, they acquainted 
their Lord with it, telling him, they ſuſ- 
pected Dramatti had killed his Wife, he 
having come home the Night before bloo- 


dy, his Sword broke, the Hilt bruiſed, 


and his Cane ſhatter'd, eſpecially remem- 
bring that when ſhe was at the « ap 
they heard her complain of bad uſt 
upon this his- Lord in in order to emp 
him, and that he might not miſtruſt: 7 
thing,Ordered him to get his Coach rea- 


dy, and in the mean time ſent for a Con- 
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ſtable to apprehend him. The Conſtable. 
having apprehended him, Search'd him 
and found his Wives Coif in his Coat» 
Pocket, and coming to London in order 
to go before a. Juſtice, in the Coach by 
the Way he acknowledged the Fact to 
the Conſtable, and being ask'd for what 
Reaſon he had killed her, He anſwered, 
becauſe ſhe was a wicked Woman and had | 
cheated him, in that ſhe told him when 
he married her ſhe was of the BloodRoy- 
al of France, and would maintain him 
without working; but inſtead of that he 
was forced to work to maintain her. As o 
the manner of the Murther it was as fol- 
lows. The deceaſed was found Murder- 
ed in a Ditch between Hyde · park and 
Chel/ea, lying upon her Belly, and there 
was a Track of Blood for about 20 Vard 
from a place where a piece of a Swor 
(which fitted with the other part the 
Priſoner had) was found ſticking in the 
Bank, he having 21 wounds in her Head 
and Neck, one of which went into her 
Wind-Pipe, and another behind the Ear, 
which went into her Mouth, beſides a 
great many more in other parts of her 
Body. It was alſo depoſed that late the 


Night after the Murther was committed 


he went into his Lord's Lodging when he 
was in Bed, which they ſuppoſed A1 . 
ro 
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rob him of Gold which was there,and af- 
rerwards make his eſcape, and that his 
Lord being awake asking who it was and 
what was his Buſineſs, he pretended to 
come there for ſomething he wanted. 
When Dramatts on his Fryal came to 
make his Defence, all he had to ſay for 
himſelf was, that ſhe followed him and 
provoked: him to it. Wherenpon the 
Jury found him guilty of Wilful Murder: 
And he received Sentence to dye accor- 
dingly. After which being viſited by the 
Ordinary of Newgate and other Perſons, he 
ſeemed very ſtupid, the Devil who had 
prompted-him to the Sin, endeavouring 
to hinder him from repeating of it; and 
though he did not deny the Fact, yet ob- 
ſtinately perſiſted in his ownJuſtification, 
ſaying, that he was highly provoked by 
her, that ſhe was a very ill Woman and 
of a reſtleſs Spirit. And being defired 
to give an account of the occaſion and 
manner of the commiſſion of the Fact, 
gave the Account following, viz. Fhat 
his Wife being very uneaſie to live from 
him, would have had him taken her home 
with him to his Lord's Houſe, which he 
refuſed, ſaying his Lordſhip knew no- 
thing of her being his Wife. Then ſhe 
urged him to leave his Service and come 
and live with her; which he told her he 

. — would 
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wonld not do, having a very good Lord, 


whom he loved, and out of whoſe Ser- 


vice he knew not how to ſubſiſt. That 
then ſhe grew more uneaſie ; and gave 
Intimations of her being Jealous of him, 
that he loved ſome otherPerſon more than 
her ſelf, in that he came ſo ſeldom to ſee 
her; though he ſaid he did viſit her as 


frequently as his Attendance on his 


Maſter would permit; and that at laſt 
ſhe grew to that height that it grew 
inſupportable to them both, and was fur- 
ther heightned by an Accident, which 
was this, about Chriſtmas, he falling ſick 
of a Fever, he was by his Lord's Order 
carefully looked after in the Family, 
and provided with Phyſick, Attendance, 
and all other Neceſſaries, and one of the 
Servant-Maids coming to bring him ſome 
Water-gruel, his Wife came into the 
Chamber in the interim, ſhe preſently 
fancied ſhe was the Perſon he had fixed 
his Love upon; and ſo flighted her, and 
mightily importuned him to leave his 
Lordſhip's Houſe and live with her. To 
which he anſwered, he ſhould bes Mad- 
Man indeed to leave ſo Good a Maſter, 
where he had ſuch good Proviſion and 
kind Uſage to go home and ſtarve with 
her. But ſhe continued ſtil] to importune 
him, He added likewiſe, that when be 


Was 
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was recovered of his Sickneſs, he viſited 


her as often as his Conveniency would 
permit; but could neither be ſo frequent, 


nor ſtay fo long, as ſhe deſired; and fo 


ſhe was as diſatisfied as ſhe was before, 


And his Lord having taken Lodgings at 
Kenſington, in the Hurry of Removal he 
had not Opportunity to go to acquaint 
her with it, and ſhe happening to hear 
of it, was in a great Paſſion, and came 
to Kenſington to reproach him with Un- 


kindneſs. T ho? he ſaid he had given her 


3 Guineas not long before her Deatr, 
But this did not ſatisfie ber, ſhe wanted 
him to leave his Lordſhip's Service and 
live with her. After many Debates a- 
bout this matter, it happened, that, his 
Lord having ſent him to Town upon 
ſome Errands, he called upon his Wife, 
who lived in Sabo, and when he was a- 
bout to go away ſhe took hold of him 
and would not let him go; but he get- 
ting away went towards Charing-Crofs, 
whither ſhe follow'd him, and he telling 
her he was to go to his Lord to Spring 
Garden, perſuaded. her to go home, 


which ſhe ſeemed content to do, but in- 


ſtead of that went to Hyde-park-gate, and 
waiting till he came, ſtopt him and 
would let him go no further unleſs be 


took her along with him. But be refuſ- 
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ing for the reaſons before mentioned, 
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ſaying it might cauſe his Lordſhip to 
turn him away, perſuaded her for God» 
ſake to go home. But ſhe would not, 
iaying, ſhe would go in ſpight of his teeth, or 
ſhe mould have his life or he ſhould have hers, 
That then ſeeing her Reſolution, he told 
her if ſhe would needs go to Xenſington 
that was the way, pointing to it, but he 
took another way towards Knights- 
Bridge, aud then turned towards Chel- 
fea, but ſhe followed him, and being 
near Bloody-bridge, through the long and 
ſharp Contentions, and the many angry 
and reproachful Words that had paſt 
between them, their Paſſions were on 
both ſides ſo heightened, that they fell 


together by the Ears, in good earneſt; 


and he ſaid that the deceaſed firſt took 
him by the Neckloth and would have 


ſtraugled him; whereupon he beat ber. 


unmercifully both with his Cane and 
Sword, which he ſeppoſed ſhe broke 


with her Hands, ſhe being a luſty Wo- 


maa, and one that would have maſtered 
him, had he been“ unarmed as ſhe was. 
That having given her. a great many 
Wounds he left her in a Ditch, (as he 


thought) half dead ʒind after he had com- 
mitted this Barbarity, conſidering with 
himſelf, that he had done an Action of 


the 
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the moſt Heinous Nature, before he was 
gone far from the place, he fell down on 
his Knees, and begg'd God's Pardon for 
it, and then made the beſt of his way to 
Kenſington, and gave the account of his 
being bloody &c. as you have had before, 


Having made this Coafefſion to the Ordi 


nary, he laboured to make him ſenſible 
of the Heinouſnefs of the Crime, and 
that none of the Provocations, he ſa'd-he 
had received from the deceaſed, would 


Juſtifie ſo great an Impiety.z and at 


length was made ſo ſenſible of it, that 


he own d bad greatly offended God, aud 


heartily beg'd pardon of him; praying 


that the Blood of Chr; might waſh away 


that Stain from his Soul, which. the 
Blood he had ſpilt, had ſtained it with, 
and that this Waſhing and Pardon might 
be extended alſo, to all other his Sins, 
which were great and many; and ac- 


knowledged with great Coafuſion of 


Face and Contrition of Heart, that for- 
aſmuch as he had been induced by Satan 
to the commiſſion, of this enormous 
Crime, he was the greateſt of Sinners, 
and ſhould have been undone for ever, 
had not the Grace ot God intervened. 
But he added, though he was willing 
to charge himſelf with the Sins he was 
guiliy of, yet he could not take upon 
„„ him 
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him the Guilt of that of which he was 
innocent, and vnjuſtly accuſed. And 
that was what was intimated againſt him 


as having a Deſign to rob his Lord, and 
to make his Eſcape the Night after he 


had committed the Fact; ſay ing, that 


the Reaſon of his going into his Lord's 


Chamber after he had put him to Bed, 
was not on any ſuch Defign, but only to 


take out a Silver Tumbler, which he 


had forgotten, that he might have it 
ready the next Morning to take Aſſes 
Milk in it for his Lord. Adding, he 
had no Deſign either that Night or the 
next Day to make his Eſcape, thon 
he expected every Moment to be ſeize 
- etertaining this Thought, That there 
was no running away from Juſtice,know- 
ing that Divine Vengeance would one 


time or other overtake him; whitherſo- 


ever he went. Adding, That although 
alittle before his Tryal he did attempt 
his Eſcape out of Newgate, being diſgui- 
ſed in Woman's Apparel, it was neither 
his Deſire at firſt, nor his own Inventi- 
on; but what he was perſuaded to oy 
one Mr. Toward, then a Priſoner wit 

him, who firſt put him upon it, and then 
diſcovered and betray'd him, when he 
was ready to put the Enterprize in Exe- 
cution. He begged Pardon of the Queen, 


whole 
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whoſe Land he had defiled with Blood 
and of the Church of God, to whom he, 
had given ſo great a Scandal; of his 


Lord, to whom he had proved ſo unhap- 


Py a Servant; and of the whole World, 
efore whom he had ſet ſuch an Inſtance 


of Sin. And faid, he hoped that all Men, 


iaſtead of imitating him in this hisCrime 


would abhor and deteſt it; and take 


ſuch warning by his Fall, as carefully 
to avoid both his Sin and his Puniſhment. 
This Confeſſion he deſired the Ordinary 
to impart to the World, and repeated 
it himſelf at the place of Execution, and 
after the Ordinary and Monſieur Le Blaine, 
a worthy French Divine, had performed 
the laſt Offices at the place of Execution, 
and beſides the Office in Exgliſb had ſang 
a Pſalm with him in French, he being left 
to his private Devotion, cry'd mighti- 
ly to God to blot out all his laiquities, 


and eſpecially that of Blood-Guiltineſs; 


and the Cart drawing away, concluded 
his Prayers and Life with moſt Pious E- 
jaculations.

| Corporal under Collonel Hubbard in the 
| 2d Regiment of Guards at the time of 
j his Commitment for this Fact, was indict- 
ed at the Seſſſons Houſe in the Old Baily 
for the Murther of Thomas Treves, a 
Watchman belonging to the Pariſtr of St.

He ſaid his Sword was broke before they 
met him, and called ſome Witneſles to

ſtanding all this, the Jury found him 
guilty of the Murther- After he had re-

After ſhe had received Sentence, ſhe 


being viſited by the Ordinary, con- 


feſſed that ſhe had been a very great Sin- 


ner, was then 30 Years of Age, had gi- 


ven her ſelf up to all manner of Vice and 
Wickedneſs, as Whoredom, Adultery, 
and unjuſt Dealings, Sabbath-breaking, 
Swearing, Drinking, Lewdneſs, Buying, 


Receiving andſiſpoling of Stollen acods, 
harbouring ill Perſons, &c. But as tothe 
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Fact ſhe was to die for, ſhe would only 
own that ſome part of the Goods were 


brought to her Houſe; but ſhe did not 


underſtand till the next Day after the 
Robbery was committed, whoſe Goods 


they were. She likewiſe acknowledged, 


that as ſhe had been ſo notorious an ill 
Liver, God had juſtly brought her. to 


this ſhameful End; and earneſtly begg'd 


that God would forgive all her Sins, for 
Chriſt's ſake, ſaying that ſhe had now 


taken up a Reſolution (by the Grace of 
God) never to commit any ſuch things 


again, were ſhe to live longer in this 
World. She added, that ſhe had a Huſ- 
band (ſhe thou ght) in Ireland, if ſtill alive, 
but was not certain, it being 6 Years 
ſince he left her; whom ſhe deſired, if 
alive to forgive her, ſaying, ſhe was ſor- 


ry ſhe had defiled his Bed. She begg'd 
pardon of all the World in general, and 


pray'd that all wicked Perſons, eſpecial- 
ly thoſe ſhe had been concerned with, 
would take warning by her, and might 
have the Grace to amend their Lives be- 
times, that they might not be overtaken 
in their Sins. She was hang'd at Tybarn 
in Company with Elizaberb Wetherby, 


Mary Bunch, and Elix. Stanton, Nov. 3.

Born in the County of Kent, about 


27 Years of Age, one of the Honourable 


Band of Gentlemen Penſioners, was in- 
diced for the Murther of one Robert Wine 
coll, by giving him-one Mortal Wound 
with a Sword on the' Left part of the 
Body, under the Left Pap, of which he 
died the 31ſt of March 1704. 

By the Evidence produced in Court it 
appeared that the Priſoner with two Wo- 
men came to the Roe-Buck in Suffolk-ftreet 
between 10 aud 11 a Clock at Night, 
and ſtaying till Morning took a Coach 
which was at the Door, which drove 
them to Mofy-ſireet, where the Women 
were ſet down; and that at the Corner 
of Clare- Market there were ſome high 
Words heard to paſs between the Pri- 
ſoner and the Deceaſed, who was the 
Coachman ; and the Priſoner. was heard 


to ſay, G — 4 D——7 yeu, are not 


you a Rogue to impdſe upon any Gentleman? 
” | N 2 aud 
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and immediately the Deceaſed fell, and 
was taken up from under the Coach wita 
the aforeſaid Wound, whereof he died, 
and the Priſoner walked away. The Oc- 
caſion of which the Deceaſed ſaid, was, 
that he giving him but a Shilling, when 
he ought to have Half a Crown, he was 
urgent upon him for more Money. The 
Priſoner pleaded in his Defence, that the 
Deceaſed ſtruck him ſeveral Blows with 
the Stock of his Whip, gave him ſcurri- 
lous Language, ſtruck off his Hat iato the 


Kennel; adding, that himſelf never ab 


ſconded, but went publickly about his 
Buſineſs till he was apprehended ; called 
divers to his Reputation, who gave him 
the Character of a Quiet-temper'd Man, 
never given to quarrel. But theſe Alle- 


gations were not of ſo much Force with 


the Jury, but that they found him Guil- 
ty of three Indictments, vi. on the Co- 
roner's Inqueſt, on the Statute of Stab- 


bing, and of Wilful Murther; for which 


he received Sentence of Death. After 
which he was frequently viſited by the 


Ordinary of Newgate, who urgently put 


him upon the Conſideration of the Hein- 
ouſnels of his Crime, and to make a due 
Preparation for his Eternal State; to 
whom he indeed carried himſelf very 
Civily and Geutleman-like, and way ve- 
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ry patient in hearing his Admonitions; 
but was very hard to be induced to go to 


the Chapel to hear the Word of God 


and pray in Publick : Tho' yet he deſired 
the Ordinary. to let him ſee him in Pri- 
vate as often as he could, but ſeemed to 
take no [mpreilion of his Evil upon his 
Mind from any thing that either he or a- 


nother Worthy Divine ſaid to him. But 


was ſo far from repenting of what he had 
done, and ſtood jo ftifly to his own ju- 
ſtification, as not ſo much as to on it 


was a baſe and wicked thing for him to 


have killed a Man: And when the O74. 
nary laid before him the Conſiderations 
of a Future and Eternal State, the Miſery 
of Hell on the one Hand, and the Happi- 
neſs and Glory of Heaven on the cther, 
endeavouring to ſhew him by Scripture 
and Reaſon the Certainty of them, and 
how to avoid the Former and obtain the 
Latter, he artfully endeavour'd to elvde 
and divert the Diſcourſe of thoſe Matters 
by asking ſeveral Sceptical Queſtions 
concerning the Exiſtence of the Soul, vir. 
What it was? Where it was ſeated ? Whe- 
ther it grew up and decay d with the 
Body, &c. thereby diſcovering his Athei- 
ſtical Principles; which the Ordinary ha- 
ving anſwered, told him, it would be 


much happier for him to employ his 


a - N 3 Thoughts 
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Thoughts in what had a ſpecial relation 
to the quieting his Mind and procuring 


his Pardon with God. He reply'd, he 


was mighty quiet and eaſy in himſelf, and 
felt no manner of Trouble, which to 


him was a ſure Sign of his being in a good 


State. Nor could he be brought to de- 
clare plainly what was his Belief as to 
God and another World, or whether he 
did believe in Chriſt, or repented of any 
Sin he had committed; but ſaid, his 
Thoughts were beſt known to himſelf, 
and he was very eaſy in them. Thus 
he remained to the very laſt, and ſeemed 
to go out of the World in a ſtupid In- 


ſenſibility, little or not at all regarding 
even the laſt Devotions perform'd at the 


Place of Execution ; only his Lips were 


_ obſerved to move. juſt before the Cart 
drew away, but none could hear any 


thing he ſaid, or knew whether he ſpake 
or no; and was obſerved to be longer in 
dying than any the Ordinary had ever 
ſeen before.

He was indicted at the Seſſions Houſe 
in the Old Bailey for the Murder of 
Mr. Joſhua Pitt, Gent. the 3oth of Octo- 
ber 1703. The chief Evidence againſt the 
Priſoner was one Mr. Golding, who de- 
Poſed, that he and the Priſoner going to 
take a Glaſs of Wine at the Rummer- 
Tavern in Tower-ftreet, unfortunately met 


Mr. Pizt, who told Mr. Golding, if they 


would goto the Dolphin-Tavern he would 
come and take a Glaſs with them, which 
accordingly they did, and Mr. Pitt tar- 
tying longer than ordinary, they ſent a 
Porter for him, and he being come, fell 
into Diſcourſe of what he had been ſhoot» 
ing that Day, and whether Mr. Pitt ex- 
preſſed himſelf as a Sports-man or no, 
he did not mind ; but the Priſoner told 
Mr. Pitt he did not ſpeak Senſe; to 
which Mr. Pitt made anſaer, he thought 
he did. And that ſoon after Mr. Firzge-

And that he, 


the faid Mr. Golding, deſired the Priſoner 


to forbear, telling him Mr. Pitt was bis 
Friend; and, called the Drawer for the 
Reckoning; who coming up, faw Mr. 
Fitzgerald's Sword drawn, but hearing 


no Words went down again. That then 


he went to Mr. Fitzgerald, and laying 
his Hand upon his Shoulder, perſuaded 
him to be quiet; but Mr. Pitt ſtanding 
behind him, Mr. Fitzgerald thruſt his 
Sword under his (Mr. Golding's) Arm, 
and gave the Wound on the Left part of 
the Belly near the Navel, of which he in- 
ſtantly died; upon which Mr. Ft z gerald 
was for making his Eſcape, but he laying 
hold of him, they ſtruggling, he had 


the Fortune to throw him, and kept him 


down till the Drawer came to his Aſſiſt- 
ance, and then they ſecured him. Mr. 
Fitzgerald in his Defence pleaded, that 
Mr. Pitt being Mr. Golding's Friend, he 
proſecuted him out of Malice, and that 
Golding was much in Di ink and could not 


well remember what was done, alledg- 


ing, that Mr. Pitt ſtruck him ſeveral 
times, and threw, a Glaſs of Wine in his 
Face, and that while they ſtruggled to- 
gether bis feet tripped, and fo Mr. Piet 
came by the Wound; adding he had no 


Malice againſt Mr. Pitt having never ſeen

tradicted by the Evidence, the jury 
found him guilty of the Murther, and ne 
received Sentence of Death accordingly. k 
After which being viſited by the Ordina- 

ry, he confeſſed the Crime for which he 

was condemned, behaved himſelf as a 
Perſon truly penitent, ſaying it was a 
happy thing that he ever came to New- 
gate, for by that means he was now 
brought to a true Senſe of his Sins, and 

of God's Loving-kindneſs and Mercy to

He was indicted at the Seſſions-Houſe 


in the Old Baily, and try'd for the Mur- 


ther of Milliam Cope, Gent. on the 17th 
of June, 1706. The Evidence depoſed, 
that Mr.Cope having newly got a Lieute- 
nant's Commiſſion, invited ſome Cap- 
tains and other Gentlemen to dine with 
him, at the Dalphin-Tavern in Tower- 


Street, one of which carried Mr. Mor- 
Fridge along with him; and that Dinner 


being over, and the Reckoning diſchar- 
ged by the Deceafed, and they having 
after Dinner drank ſeveral Bottles of 
Wine, he invited ſeveral of them to the 
Guard-Room in the Tower, and amongſt 
the reſt the Priſoner, and having .called 
for Wine there, while they were drink- 
ing, a Coach came to the Guard-Room- 
Door, and in it a Gentlewoman enqui- 
ring for Capt. Cope; upon which he went 
out, as alſo did- Mr, Morgridge; that 
Capt. Cope having handed her out of the 
Coach and led her into the Guard-Room, 
ſhe. asked who would pay her Coach; 


upon which Mr. Morgridge ſaid, I will,

ine flung .it at Mr. Cope ; upon which 


Mr. Cope return'd another, which hit 
Mr. Morgridge on the Forehead ; upon 
which he immediately drew his Sword, 
and gave the Deceaſed a Thruſt with it 
over another Perſon's Shoulder, which 
gave him a Wonnd on the Left part of 
the Breaſt near the Left Pap, of which 
he immediately fell down, and ſpoke no 
more.

ner, but he was ſorry he had any ways 
offended God and Man, and begged Par- 
don of both. And further faid, that he 
had Hopes that God would ſhew- him 
Mercy in another World, becauſe he had 
always grieved for his Sins, and particu- 
Jarly for this, ever fince he had made bis 
Eſcape, when he was under no Appre- 
henſion of being brought to Condemna- 
tion here for it. That the Fact was con- 
tinnally before him, and the Remem- 
brance ofit grievious to him. That he had 


made ſtrong Reſolutions to amend his 
Life, and was always praying to God to 


pardon him, and keep him for the future. 
He declared he was in Charity with all 
the World even with them who had 
brought him to this his Puniſhment. He 
feemed not to be unwilling to die for the 
Fact, pray'd for the Converſion of all 
Wicked Perſons, defiring that they 
would take warning by his Fall. He was 
Executed at Tyburn the 28th of April 


1708. at the ſame time that J/illiam Greg, 


condemned for High Treaſon, and Da- 
vid Baily for the Murther af his own Bro- 
ther, were.

XRTruux CHAMBERS, was born 
in the Pariſh of Shadwel of mean 
Parentage, who neither gave him the 
Advantage of Education, nor any Trade, 
which might be ſome occaſion of his be- 
coming ſo notorious a Thief. For the 
carlieſt part.of his Time not being em- 
ploy'd at School, gave him an Opportu- 
nity to give a looſe to his vicious Incli- 
nations, which he did, beginning very 
early, in the Pilfering Trade, and for 
his Petty Larcenies was ſeveral times 
ſent to Bridemell, to Mill Dolly (as they 
call it) that is, to beat Hemp; and this

But not 
being content with what he had got, 
aiming a ſecond time at a very fine 
Hand kerchief, the Merchant catch'd his 
Hind ia his Pocket, and collaring him, 
cry'd out, a Pickpocket; which made 
a great many flock about him preſently. 
His Comrade ſeeing what Danger Ar- 
thur was in, ſteps to the Porter of the 
Exchange, who was ſtanding at one Cor- 
ner, and bid him make Proclamation if 
any one had loſt a Purſe and a Gold 
Watch they ſhould come to him, and 
telling the Marks they ſhould have ir. 
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This came immediately to the Nalian's 
Ear, who lets Arthur go, and runs to 
tell the Marks; but the Perſon who had 
ſet the Crier do work had bruſh'd off and 
was not to be heard of. 

Arthur hiving now with the Wages 
of Iniquity equipp'd himſelf like a Gen- 
tleman, as he one Day walking over. 
Lincolns-Inn- Fields, ſees a young Conn-. 
try Fellow hovering over a Marble- 
Board, he ſteps up to him, gives him 
a tap upon the Shoulder, which making 

him turn about, he beckon'd him to 
him, asking him what Country Man he 
was, and what was the Occaſion of his 
coming to Town, The Fellow an- 
ſwer'd him, he was a Glouceſterſhire Man, 
and came to Town to get a Place. He 
then enquired of him if he was willing 
to ſerve a Gentleman ; The Fellow re- 
ply'd he was. Then ſays Arthur if you 
will you ſhall ſerve me, and Vl] allow 
you 4. a Year ſtanding Wages, 6 s. per 
Week board Wages, and all my caſt-off 
Clothes, which, ſays he, you ſee are- 
none of the worſt.

and that the other Priſoners were pre- 
ſent and aiding and abetting thereto, 
The Evidence depoſed, That the High- 


Couſtable having received Orders to put - 


the Laws in Execution againſt lmmora- 
lity, &c, the Conſtables went to May- 
Fair; that there Hawkins and one Wil- 
liam Wallis drew their Swords and op- 


poſed them, and made ſeveral Paſſes at 


the High Conſtable ;, that they were 


both taken in the Riot, and Wallis was 


reſcued; that the Mob crying after 
them that they were Informing Dogs, 
the Conſtables were overpowered, and 
the Conſtable was killed by ſore of 
them, and. one Evans who alliſted him 
received Eleven.
